Now  just  a thought  as  to  how  we  may 
walk  ijnd  he  fruitful.

You  know  what  your  sin  is— you  know  the 
thing  that  hinders  you— you  also  know 
[what  work  you  can  do  and  what  you  ought 
to  do— the  thing  is — DO  IT. 

In  fruit-bearing  we  GROW.  We  do  not 
grow  like  ears  of  corn— first  the  blade,  then 
the  stalk,  then  the  full-grown  ear— but  we 
grow  like  the  tree— grow  and  bear  fruit 
at  the  same  time.  In  growth  we  get 
STRENGTH — and  we  need  this  because  the 
storma  of  life  are  coming  and  we  want  to  be 
rooted  and  grounded — we  want  to  be  well 
Fortified  airainst  the  storm  and  this  we  can 
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Be  Glad  of  Life.  ' 

We  should  be  glad  of  life  because  it  gives 
us  an  opportunity  to  hope,  to  love,  to  work 
and  to  honor  and  glorify  God.  It  is  a 
wise  dispensation  of  providence  that  causes 
us  to  be  hopeful,  to  look  forward,  to  look 
up.  Blessed  are  those  who  have  good 
reason  to  believe  that  there  Is  something 
higher  and  better  for  them  further  on. 
and  as  the  days  go  by  strive  to  attain  to 
the  desired  good.  Pitiable,  indeed,  are 
those  who  are  so  miserable,  so  wretched 
that  they  have  nothing  to  hope  for.  We 
should  lay  hold  upon  that  hope  before  us:

like  the  setting  sun.  which  is  far  more  beau- 
tiful than  a poet’s  dream,  we  may  leave 
lingering  rays  of  hope-light  behind  us.

I cannot  conceive  of  hut  one  more  com- 
prehensive won!  in  the  English  language 
than  liove.  and  that  is  God.  ami  they  are  so 
closely  allied  that  we  cannot  think  of  one 
without  re~BlIing  the  other  for  “God  is 
Ijove.  ’ Porr.  weak,  inexpressive,  indeed, 
are  words  when  sought  to  express  this 
heaven-horn,  greatewt  of  powers.  It  is 
the  light;  the  maiestv  of  life  the  sun  light 
beaming  gratefully  along  the  (with  of  the 
young,  the  old  the  rich,  the  poor,  in  its  God- 
like manner,  with  such  a genial  power  that 
it  seems  to  gather  strength  from  obstruction, 
and  at  every  difficulty  rises  to  higher  might 
Faith.  Hope  and  Love,  but  the  greatest  of 
these  is  “Love.”  It  is  the  essence  of  God, 
the  foundation  of  Christianity,  for  on 
the  bed-rock  of  ages  we  stand,  and  the  great 
^ love  of  God  prompted  this  matchless  gift 
to  a lost  world.  Who  can  measure  its 
heights  or  its  depths?  who  can  estimate  its 
preying  or  purifying  power,  the  golden 
chain  that  reaches  from  Hen von  to  earth?

What  I have  seen  of  people,  convinces 
me  that  one  of  the  first  conditions  of  a hap- 
py life  is  to  have  something  to  do;  some- 
thing to  rouse  the  mind  and  heart,  and  then 
give  their  thought,  toil  and  affection  to  it 
thereby  exercising  mental,  physical  and 
spiritual  nature.  I don’t  believe  God  gives 
us  any  more  grace  than  we  exercise.  “Be 
ye  doers  of  the  word.”  is  an  injunction 
we  should  follow.  We  may  not  be  called 
upon  to  go  out  and  do  publie  work,  but  to 
fill  our  own  little  “nook”  at  home  faith- 
fully, which  often  requires  more  grace, 
to  do,  than  to  work  in  larger  fields,  to 
honor  and  glorify  God,  should  be  the 
aim  of  His  children  always.  If  we  love 
God  we  will  work  for  Him.  this  will  make 
us  hopeful  and  cheerful.  God  knows 
what  keys  in  the  human  h cart  to  touch 
to  draw  out  the  sweeter  and  most  perfect 
harmonies.  It  may  he  the  minor  strains 
of  sadness  and  sorrow,  or  the  higher  notes 
of  joy  and  gladness.  He  knows  what 
discipline  will  bring  them  forth.  “Light 
is  sown  for  the  righteous,  and  gladness 
for  the  upright  in  heart.”  To  labor  for 
riches,  and  to  «ak  for  freedom  from  care 
and  anxiety,  and  the  joy  that  comes  from! 
a contented  mind ; to  indulge  in  intemper  I 
ate  gratifications  and  yet  expect  health  and" 
strength ; to  live  for  self  and  expect  the 
joys  that  spring  from  a self-denying  life 
is  to  ask  for  impossibilities. 

“What  we  sow  that  shall  we  also  reap.  ” 
Since  our  life  is  so  brief,  “and  the  night 
will  soon  come  when  the  murmur  and  hum 
of  our  days  shall  be  dum  ever  more.”  would 
’t  not  he  best  to  honor  and  glorify  God  by 
giving  Him  more  of  our  thoughts,  our  work, 
"lir  love,  our  means  in  the  world's  great 
harvest  field  in  all  of  it*  varied  depart- 
ments? Then  we  could  reasonably  ex- 
pect to  hear  the  welcome  plaudit.  “Well 
done,  thou  good  and  faithful  servant. 
“Rejoice  and  he  exceeding  glad,  for  great 
is  vour  reward  in  Heaven.”.

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“So  Shall  He  Sprinkle  Many  Nations.” — 
Isa.  52:15. 

In  the  baptismal  controversy,  this  scrip- 
ture is  ap|icalcd  to  with  confidence,  by  the 
advocate*  of  sprinkling,  as  sustaining  their 
contention.  Taken  on  the  face,  of  it,  it 
seems  to  support  that  contention,  and  is  hard 
to  answer  without  quibbling.  But  no 
scripture  lias  less  to  tin  with  this  question 
than  this.  The  notion  of  baptism  is  not 
in  it.  The  won!  “sprinkle”  obscures  the 
prophet’s  meaning,  and  should  not  In*  in 
the  text.  The  Hebrew  word  rendered 
“sprinkle”  here  is  “nftr.ah.”  In  his  lie 
brew  lexicon,  Geseniu*  defines  “nazah.” 
“1.  To  leap  for  joy,  jo  exult,  to  spring. 
2.  Of  liquids  to  leap  forth,  to  spoilt,  to 
spirt,  to  he  sprinkled.”  When  used  of 
liquids,  he  said  it  is  connected  with  the 
prepositions  “ell  al.,“  which  is  not  the 
ease  in  this  instance.  A roeogniy.isl  rule 
in  the  interpretation  of  language,  is  to  the 
effect,  that:  the  primary  meaning  of  wonts 
must  always  he  used  if  it  will  make  sense. 
Observing  this  rule.  then,  we  would  read 
tile  passage  thus:  “Bo  shall  he  cause  many 
nations  to  leap  for  joV.”  Under  his  defi- 
nition of  “nazah.”  Geseniu*  quotes  the 
Hebrew  of  this  text,  and  translates  it  thus: 
“So  shall  Jie  cause  many  nations  to  rejoice 
in  himself.”  In  the  Revised  Bible,  the 
word  “startle”  is  placed  in  the  margin 
here  as  representing  “nazah.”  shewing  that 
the  transistors  were  not  satisfied  with 
“sprinkle.”  The  idea  which  the  prophet 
wishes  to  convey  is  one  of  *iirpr'*o  -at  the 
changed  appearance  of  the  Messiah  wheth- 
er of  joy  or  of  something  else.  But  we 
have  a key  to  the  meaning  of  the  passage, 
in  the  Greek  translation  of  the  “Septu- 
agint.”  The  “Seventy”  rendered  “na- 
rah  by  “Thaiuna/.o”  in  the  Greek.  Thayer 
defines  Thniutfjizo : “To  wonder,  to  won- 
der at.  to  be  had  in  admiration.”  The 

authors  of  Septuagint.  "then.  did 

not  understand  “nazah”  to  mean  “sprin- 
kle”—as  they  did  in  other  places,  e.g.  I*‘v. 
5:9,  8:11,  Num.  8:7.  lfi’tlfi.  where  sprinkling 
was  demanded  by  the  necessity  of  the  ease. 
In  the  New  Testament  light  is  thrown  on 
the  prophet ’*  meaning,  in  the  wonderful  in- 
cidents in  the  life  of  Christ.  At  almost 
every  step  in  his  history,  the  people 
were  struck  with  thunder  at  the  amazing 
revelations  in  his  character  — his  looks, 
his  words,  his  sets — “a  first  fruits  of  the 
fulness  of  this  prophecy.  Dr.  Gcikie  give* 
a free  translation  of  this  whole  incident  in 
this  clear  and  impressive  manner:  “Be- 
hold my  servant  shall  prosper:  he  shall  he 
high  and  glorious  and  gnwtlv  exalted. 
In  like  “manner  as  many  wore  ifiooked  at 
thee — so  marred  and  unlike  that  of  a man 
was  his  image,  and  his  form  unlike  that 
of  the  sons  of  men  so  will  be  fill  many 
nations  with  wonder:  kings  shall  close  their 
mouths  before  him  fin  recognition  of  hi* 
higher  dignity)  for  thst  which  had  not  been 
told  them  they  shall  sec,  and  that  which 
thev  had  nntjieard  they  shall  behold.  — 
Hours  with  the  Bible.  In  a marginal  ref- 
erence >e  makes  this  explanation:  To 

sprinkle,  so  as  to  purify  from  guilt,  is  al- 
ways connected  with  a preposition,  and  it 
would  give  no  fitting  parable  here  to  the 
rent  of  the  verse. 

Clearlv.  then,  this  verse  gives  no  more 
support  to  “sprinkling.”  for  baptism,  than 
the  first  verse  of  Chronicles,  which  reads: 
“Adam,  Seth,  Enosh.
